Railroads and the People 

With agriculturist bankrupt- 
ing from ocean to ocean, and 
other lines of business prostrate 
all over the country, the rail- 
roads enjoy a measure of protec- 
tion under the present transpor- 
tation act which Congress has, 
since the war, failed to correct. 
This law guarantees the railroads 
a fixed income of from 5 1-2 to 
6 per cent, on the aggregate val- 
ue of all their property. 

What does the Government 
guarantee the producers of 
wealth? Nothing and they have 
lost millions of dollars paying 
the railroads their fixed income 
which is often double the guar- 
antee, and this based, too, on of- 
ten 400 per cent, watered stock. 
It is an outrage, it is a shame. 

As an illustration: 

Nebraska farmers shipping 
their hay to Omaha, in their own 
state, realized 59 cents per ton ; 
the railroads collected a toll $4.87 
freight. A Texas cattleman 
shipped to Fortworth 300 cattle. 
After paying freight and com- 
mission he received a check for 
$54. It cost $831 to ship a car 
load of wool from Idaho to Mas- 
sachusetts. It cost only one third 
as much to ship from the Pacific 
coast to the Atlantic cost over 
the same roads where there is 
water competition around by 
ih« Panama Canal. If the rail- 
roads make money hauling it 
from Seattle, Washington, at 90 
cents, how much do they make 
hauling it only two thirds the 
way at $3.06. 

Apples sold in Canada this fall 
at 50 cents a bushel and millions 
of them rotted on "he trees be- 
cause they could not pay the 
freight here and sell I hem a- $3.00 
per bushel. 

After all, it .is posi ively con- 
clusive that all I he people are 
only servan's of 'he railroads, 
and the Government is their 
guard- How long will the suf- 
fering people endure such an un- 
fair deal.
